interesting

grotesque. 
City Attorney Crowell 
w ss alert for an opening and he took 
the first 
train for his destination 
when the opportunity presented it­ 
self and swooped down on his hearer 
with such force that all gave in to 
seeing at 
just the focus that 
he 
used, and the whole affair wound up 
in a regular old time Brainerd co un 
til “ love feast,” with a few pats on 
the back and the smoothing down 
of the ruffled feathers. 
The matter 
first came up after the reading of 
communication from Mayor Halsted 
in which he stated that the present 
license of the city relating to the 
licensing of circuses and other large 
tent shows is defective in that it is 
not explicit or definite enough for 
present purposes and does not cover 
dog and pony shows and wild west 
shows that have come into existence 
during the past few years. 
He rec­ 
ommended that the ordinance be 
carefully revised and amended in 
such a manner as to cover all these 
shows. 
He thought shows of the 
class of Barnum A Bailey, Ringling 
Bros., and Buffalo Bill s Wild West 
-how- 
should 
pay 
$100; 
smaller 
shows of the same class should lye 
charged tod, the dog aud pony shows 
♦25. 
But little attention was paid to 
Mayor Haisteds's communication for 
the s ta te m e n ts of the city attorney 
seemed to overshadow’ all. 
He went 
into the recent little “ unpleasant- 
ness" with the Gentry Bros, show 
at length. 
He said it 
was not a 
fight between the mayor and him ­ 


s e l f . 
He said the G entry Bros, 
ad­ 
vance man was at a meeting of the 
c it\ council and had been informed 
that he would have to comply with 
the ordinance, by g etting a license 
through the right source, the city 
council. 
The city attorney was in­ 
formed by the show 
man that he 
would see the mayor, and the city 
attorney added, 
“ he said 
th at he 
would not pay the I BK) license, th at 
he could ‘fix the city officials. ” 
Of 
course this was one point where the 
city attorney wanted to lie clear on. 
and he told the council that he told 
the show man. that th ere was one 
city official (meaning himself,

This statement was the wedge that 
raised the ire of the councilmen, and 
from th at tim eon, they were with Mr.

Labor Assembly, with a 
committee composed of the mem­ 
bers of the assembly, appeared before 
the council and asked that permis­ 
sion tie given the assembly to pull 
the sports off On Iaibor Day on Front 
street. 
The request was granted. 
The special committee composed 
of Aldermen Crust, Halladay. Fogel- 
strom and Erickson, to which was 
referred several

matters, recommended that the mat­ 
ter of opening up Thirteenth street 
from Oak to the springs be proceed­ 
ed with at once and that said work 
lie let by contract. 
They also rec­ 
ommend that Kindred street, in East 
Brainerd, lie paved from the east end 
of the road bridge to Third avenue. 
That all walks in the future in the 
Third and Fourth wards bt' made of 
stone or cement.

Tile most important matter recom­ 
mended by the committee was in re­ 
lation to a sewerage system in East 
Brainerd.

vitrified salt glazed sewer pipe be 
laid about 2.4(H) feet to the river.
